The first surf film I ever watched was Wave 
Warriors IV, Herbie Fletcher’s ode to the late 
1980s that focussed on the winter season 
along the North Shore. I was mesmerised by 
the Hawaiian crew getting barrelled along the 
Seven Mile Miracle, by Pottz ripping Haleiwa 
with the trademark power that earned him 
his moniker “The Animal”, and of course by 
Tom Curren - at that stage the most talked 
about World Champ. Curren appeared 
alongside a 16-year-old surfer he had taken 
under his wing named Kelly Slater, both of 
them sponsored by Ocean Pacific at the time. 

Fletcher’s sons Christian and Nathan were 
also there, Christian at the height of his 
career as the aerial Nazi who would outrage 
and inspire the surfing establishment in 
equal parts. Nathan looked like a pint-sized 
troll dressed in a lumo orange wetsuit. Who 
would have guessed he would grow to six 
foot tall with rugged good looks and go on to 
casually ride some of the heaviest waves on 
the planet. 

For all its 80s tackiness. Wave Warriors 
captured the Zeitgeist and different 
personalities of the day beautifully. Like 
many surf films before it stretching all the 
way back to The Endless Summer, it came 
to define a generation. Wave Warriors 
would be succeeded by classics like Jack 
McCoy’s 90s run of surf films (hands up if 
you can sing along to Bunyip Dreaming or 
The Green Iguana), which would give way to 
the Momentum generation, leading on to a 
Modern Collective. Of course we got ...Lost 
along the way, and the profile film - now the 
norm in setting the performance bar - was 



spawned by Slater’s iconic flick In Black 
and White. 

Regardless of whether it was The Search 
or Raw Irons, surfers the world over would 
watch, rewind, study each move and 
dream of far-flung destinations. That hasn’t 
changed. What has changed is the variety of 
surf films on offer. 

As the new millennium dawned, more 
affordable video equipment and desktop 
editing suites ushered in an era of diversity. 
We saw the first signs with movies like 
Litmus, where Derek Hynd and Andrew 
Kidman re-introduced the twin-keel fish 
long before it came back in vogue. Little did 
anyone know then that it would help kick- 
start the ‘ride anything’ generation. Second 
Thoughts almost cost Timmy Turner his life 
after he developed a rare staph infection on 
the brain while camping out in the jungles 
of West Java, but it also re-invented the 
surf travel narrative. Now you can watch 
an environmental documentary about 
Norwegian surfers living in a shack made 
from recycled flotsam and Jetsam in the 
Arctic Circle, or follow the Journey of the first 
women surfers in Iran. 

I like to think this has more to do with surf 



culture maturing rather than Just cheaper 
equipment. We have diverse and interesting 
stories to tell and are becoming more aware 
of the world we live in. In this sense, surf 
films are finally catching up with magazines. 

It took a while for South Africans to get in on 
the action until Neil Webster and Nic Bothma 
started producing homegrown classics such 
as African Sensimelia. Filmmakers like Jason 
Hearn have since set the bar and continue 
to do so, with a fresh wave of local prodigies 
taking notes. Log on to www.zagshorts.co.za 
for a look, the talent runs deep. 

This issue is not about surf films, but 
we did double-up with a couple of exciting 
productions to give you a deeper look behind 
the scenes. John John’s upcoming release 
View From A Blue Moon promises to be a 
game changer, with much of it shot along our 
coastline. Ricky Basnett’s story No Regrets 
is a far darker yet equally gripping tale of 
overcoming addiction. Now somebodyjust 
needs to make a film about Patrick Burnett 
and his devotion to exquisite wooden surf 
craft. It wouldn’t be amiss. 

Action. Love. Redemption. All the makings 
of a good film plot.

WHAT HAPPENED 

AS TOLD BY TOMMY KRUGER 



My good friend and fellow waterman 
Allan Horton has been inviting me to hit 
this heavy slab up the west coast for 
the last couple of months. It’s more of 
a bodyboarding wave to be honest, with 
serious fibreglass consequences. Deep 
Atlantic swells pound into the bay onto a 
super shallow reef with a dry rock right in 
front of the takeoff zone. Mid-paddle the 
wave throws out this step which forces a 
free-fall on every drop. 

On this specific day Mafoos Lombaard gave 
me a call and said it was on! I mustered all 
my courage, packed my bags and the three 
of us made our way to the infamous break. 
When we arrived I didn’t spend too much 
time checking the wave - I was worried my 
nerves would be shaken. My first two waves 
came quick, but both ended up just being 
a heavy drop and not really what I was 
looking for. Determined to stand inside one 
of those things I paddled back and waited 
for a good one. After watching a few epic 
rides by the bodyboarders, this one came 
my way. I manoeuvred myself into position, 
put my head down, and paddled as hard 




as I could. Sure enough I was airborne as 
soon as I got to my feet. Everything felt good 
and I thought to myself “this is the one” but 
as soon as I landed in the trough, I caught 
an inside rail which sent me flying over the 
front of my board. I went face-first into water 
that felt like concrete before being sucked 
back over the falls with my board. 

I was extremely lucky not to hit the rock 
or the reef, but when I eventually came up 
my board was broken clean in two. Back 
on land, still buzzing and out of breath, my 
friend Carden gave me a pat on the back 
in sympathy and respect. I didn’t end up 
getting the barrel I wanted but I definitely 
learnt from the experience and walked away 
feeling very humbled and stoked, having 
shared the water with a great bunch of 
bodyboarders. And at least I didn’t have to 
pay a visit to the dentist!

ZIGZAG: When did you start shaping 
wooden surfboards? 

PATRICK BURNETT: The first board was 
just a fun project really. I wanted to work 
with my hands and make something, be 
creative. At the same time I was doing 
some work for an environmental magazine 
and researching, reading all the debates 
around carbon emissions, global warming 
etcetera. So the idea of making a surfboard 
out of a material less toxic and also doing 
something creative was appealing. The first 
board was a bit of a disaster - I’d never 
worked with my hands and had minimal 
tools, but I actually surfed it and caught 
waves on it. I was thinking, ‘hey, imagine 
I could make an awesome board, like the 
one I can see in my mind, that’s what I 
want to do.’ Since then I was hooked. I 
just carried on making wood boards, trying 
to make the perfect one, learning about 



everything that I needed to learn about. And 
I’m still making them. 

What motivates you in terms of 
shaping and also surfing ? 

I love surfing and being in the ocean. The 
two - surfing and wood surfboards - are 
mutually reinforcing. Sometimes I’ll have 
a surf and be so stoked - I’ll rush back to 
the workshop and all I want to do is build a 
board, start a new one or finish an existing 
one. The two fuel each other. I’m also 
really interested in alternative construction 
techniques, things that take the craft 
forward and present alternatives. Most 
of my boards are hollow wood in terms of 
construction around a spine and ribs, but 
I’ve also experimented with using other 
materials for the internal support such as 
scrap pieces of throwaway foam, agave and 
even recycled plastics. Making the boards 



as environmentally friendly as possible is 
also a motivation. I try as far as possible 
to use SA-grown, sustainably harvested 
woods, I use bio-resin for all my boards and 
have done some experiments with hemp 
as a glassing fabric. This makes the boards 
the most eco-friendly on the market today. 

I believe natural materials are the future to 
a more eco-connected surfing experience, 
but it’s up to us to play with them and 
be creative. 

What’s your favourite memory 
from surfing one of your boards? 

I made an ll’O” hollow wood gun for 
surfing a big wave spot in Cape Town. The 
first time I surfed it, my buddy Dougal 
hooted me into the first wave. It wasn’t 
the hugest wave but I was stoked. Then 
on another biggish day I was on the same 
board and suddenly this solid wave was 
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in front of me - it was a 15 footer and I 
just turned and went. I was deep and the 
drop went on forever and when I got to 
the bottom, I held on and gunned for the 
shoulder before the Whitewater mowed me 
down. Dougal was also on that wave - he 
went left and also got mowed down. We 
both came up in the impact zone after 
being worked over and Just hooted with the 
thrill of it all. I was so stoked to have ridden 
a wave like that on a board that I’d made. 

What do you most enjoy about 
your craft? 

I love working with wood from the rough 
timber and seeing it take shape into a 
surfboard. The wood is beautiful to work 
with, always different, never the same, 
and a surfboard with it’s varying curves 
and dimensions is also a beautiful object, 
almost like a sculpture really, but totally 
functional when it interacts with the 
movement of the ocean. Making a board 
out of wood and then paddling it on the 
ocean and catching waves is a joy and 
very satisfying. I have also been very lucky 
to share my craft and work with some 
incredible people through the courses that 



I run. It really has been a great privilege 
to meet these people and see their own 
creativity and sense of craft expressed 
through the surfboards that they make. 

And what do you enjoy the least, or 
find the most difficult? 

In terms of running a business making 
wood surfboards, it’s a long process and 
you have to keep your eye on the bigger 
picture. It’s hard sometimes coping with 
the demands of the labour required to get 
these boards done and that’s tiring day in 
and day out. I like to think of a KiSwahili 
saying that says you can’t have a cow 
without the shit, and that’s true for many 
things - keep the focus on the important 
things, the positives, and the rest will flow. 
The learning curve I’ve gone through has 
also been hard because sometimes it 
really challenges you. That’s a positive, but 
sometimes when you’re going through it you 
Just want to be done with it and get to the 
next level. 

What challenges do you face in the 
business currently? 

The surfing market in South Africa is tiny. 
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Patrick, test driving one of his larger creations on an imposing canvas. 



The material and labour costs required to 
make a wood surfboard are astronomical 
compared to any standard surfboard. Which 
means you really have to box smart. Making 
these boards is partly a labour of love and I 
sincerely hope that I will always retain that 
love because it will be a sad day when I lose 
it, but there also has to be an eye on the 
bottom line otherwise nothing adds up. I 
don’t think that’s any different to any other 
small business. 

What lessons haue you leamt so far 
during this journey? 

It sounds so cliched, but do what you love. 

It won’t always be easy, in fact it will be 
downright tough sometimes, but do what 
you love. Because it really does make all 
the difference. Then, do, do, do, and do 
it again! I can think myself into a corner 
sometimes, have all these great ideas, 
but unless I go out there and ‘do’, nothing 
ever happens. 

Don’t be afraid, not in the sense that you 
feel no fear, but realise when your fear 
needs to be heeded and when it is just 
preventing you from doing something that is 
entirely within your reach. 

Be creative, try different things - they 
might not always lead where you want them 



to but you learn so much along the way 
and the value is in that Journey and not 
the end result. 

Lastly, I’ve learnt to share openly and 
honestly - there are so many people that 
will support and encourage you if they see 
the passion that you have. 

What is your favourite board you’ve 
made to date? 

There are two - one is a 6’0” twin keel fish 
that I made and have had for years. I feel 
so comfortable with that board, we are like 
old friends and the board keeps on giving, 
teaching me new things. I surf it all the time 
in three to six-foot waves. The other board 
is the ll’O” that I mentioned before. That 
board is no longer around - I broke it in big 
waves, but I love it because it was a board 
that was a thought or a dream that turned 
into reality and that I surfed in big waves. It 
represents what’s possible if you put your 
mind to it. 

What future goals do you have with 
your wooden boards? 

I think there is tremendous potential in 
bringing surfboards and the surfing lifestyle 
closer to nature. Wood as a material is a 
far more environmentally friendly choice 
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“One of my favourite boards is a 6’0” twin keel fish that I made and have had for years. I 
feel so comfortable with that board, we are like old friends and the board keeps on giving.” 





than anything else available. To enhance 
this aspect I’m now using bio-resin on all 
my boards like I mentioned and have used 
hemp to glass boards. I’d like to continue 
to take the boards in this direction and 
to experiment further with alternative 
materials and construction techniques. This 
is key to what I do - wooden boards are a 
vehicle, or symbolic of a more sustainable 
surf lifestyle. I’d also like to continue to 
share this with as many people as possible 
through the courses that I run. 

Tell us more about the board 
building courses. 

I started offering courses two years ago 
and so far about 50 people have passed 
through and made their own hollow wood 
surfboards with me. It takes six days to 
make your own board. You can also have 
part of it done for you, in which case it 
takes three days, or you can come and 
build a board on weekends. The idea is 
to share the stoke of building a beautiful, 
functional hollow wood surfboard that you 
can surf, and give people an experience of 
the craft of building these boards. It’s pretty 
hard to do that by yourself in your garage 
and get it right first time, so I’m there to 



iron out the process, make it easy and help 
people come out with a wood surfboard 
that they can really be proud of. 

What do you enjoy most about 
teaching other surfers to shape 
their own boards? 

I really enjoy seeing people getting the 
same stoke that I get out of making a 
beautiful surfboard out of wood. When 
you start out it’s nothing. Just a pile of 
planks, and it’s hard to imagine that it 
is going to end up a complex shape with 
curves. At any stage of building a board, 
you can see in someone’s face when they 
realise what is happening - and that they’re 
actually making their own board. People 
really respond to that and to working 
with beautiful wood. In that sense it is 
tremendously satisfying to witness. It’s also 
great to see the inner craftsperson come 
out in people and the satisfaction that 
people get from working with their hands. ^ 
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Maybe the song starts with Ricky Basnett 
sitting up front with me in a rented Ford 
Focus, swinging through the hills of 
Portugal on assignment for the Zag. Every 
time I go to overtake, or do something that 
requires my full attention, he reaches over 
and tries to pinch my dick. I clench, swerve 
and try to klap him without killing us all. 

Fie cackles maniacally, waiting for the next 
second I let my guard down. Classic Bobby. 
Gay tomfoolery. But add alcohol and the 
guy just gets worse. 

Or maybe it begins with veteran 
photographer Lance Slabbert, in a hokey 
apartment round the corner from Supers 
at the Billabong Pro in J-Bay back in 2004, 
cutting my teeth as a proper surf Journalist 
on my first commission. It was in the glory 
days of the Al / KS rivalry with the free 
radical Sean Flolmes rocking the boat 
and world title race. I asked Lance who 
the next big thing in South African surfing 
would be. This was in the BJ era. Before 
Jordy. Without even so much as a flicker of 
hesitation he said Ricky Basnett. “Kid has 
so much potential but probably won’t make 
it on the tour. Lie’s too radical. He’d rather 
be doing acid drops off the pier, getting 
barrelled and then launching massive airs 
than surfing contests.” And so it was and is. 
But Ricky did make the tour, after 



smashing and grabbing the Mr Price Pro 
title, two fingers pointing at the sky and 
all the haters and doubters in celebration, 
earning all those valuable QS points, the 
first South African to win the event formerly 
known as the Gunston 500 since a young 
Shaun Tomson did way back before Basnett 
was a tadpole in his dad’s sack. A feat not 
repeated by another South African until 
Jordy cracked it back in 2010. If there was 
ever any doubt about his talent, the win 
affirmed Ricky Basnett’s surfing pedigree. 
Here was the Bluff samurai, a tattooed, 
misanthropic assassin of the brine from the 
wrong side of surf city, making good. 

His run on the WOT however, was far less 
glamorous. In his second year on tour, 

Ricky failed to win a single heat. Since that 
infamous fall from grace, the year of 33s, 
the dark mark, the long black smudge, 

Ricky has been a magnet for criticism. You 
don’t Just spurn your shot at the world tour. 
South Africans don’t get many chances 
up there. You stick in and tough it out, 
regardless of your own personal feelings 
and desires. You owe it to South Africa 
to carry our hopes and dreams of glory, 
success, optimism and self-worth. Suck 
it up and do your duty boy! You must give 
a shit, you cannot misbehave, slate the 
judges and Jol instead of training. And you 
certainly don’t go through a whole year 
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“Alcoholism is very 
selfish... I don’t like 
going out for a drink, 
I want to obliterate 
myself so that there’s 
nothing left.” 



of events running and banging your head 
against the first hurdle. 

Strangely enough, the behaviour that made 
Ricky abhorrent for some made him a hero 
to others. The rebel, devil-may-care attitude, 
played to a punk rock soundtrack with 
double zap signs for the man. But the real 
Ricky Bobby is neither the failure nor the 
uncontainable, rebellious talent. 

His story started on the Bluff, with his old 
man pushing him into waves when he was 
six. He hated that and soon quit. 

“I used to throw a lot of tantrums,” he 
explains. But he soon found his way back to 
the beach. “Michael Varikas made me surf 



my first contest when I was, like nine”, Ricky 
recalls. “And I won it. My first contest. All I 
remember was just paddling on every wave 
that came in.” 

Then it was Glenwood High School, which 
he hated. “They got the whip out, yoh! It 
Just wasn’t for me, but everyone from the 
Bluff went there. My bailie worked in town 
anyways so I’d catch a ride in.” 

“What does he do, your bailie?” I ask. 

“He’s a dental technician, makes false 
teeth, he’s always done that. So if I knock 
you one day and you need a tooth fixed, he’s 
the guy,” he laughs. 

Like most South African teenagers with a 
surfing chance, Ricky dropped out after two 
years and got home-schooled. 

Now imagine you’re 17 years old, away from 
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Finding coid comfort in the Northern Cape. 



home and living the dream. How much of a 
party was the QS back then, you ask? 
“Every single event was like that, if you 
wanted it. And it was kif. You were on your 
own for the first time, like properly self- 
sufficient. You were away from home so 
you could do whatever you wanted. And you 
were getting into all the places you would 
never have been allowed when you were 
just a lightie...” 

“Did it change when you got onto the CT?” 
“It did not,” he says emphatically. “I dunno. 




you make it, you’re on the dream tour. But 
it’s more like the old man’s tour that’s run 
by politics and bullshit. I thought it would be 
a big step up, I mean, you are surfing better 
waves but it still felt like a grind. ..it was cool 
though, I guess. I’m stoked I did it but I’d 
never want to go back there.” 

“So how did the succession of 33s come 
about?” I ask. 

“Well that’s the talking point,” he sighs. “I 
remember the first event at Snapper, I lost 
my first heat and I had Reynolds in my next 
heat. They said that the contest might be on 
the next day and I thought that there was 
no way so I went out and Jolled until three in 
the morning and then they called it on. I still 
had a pretty good heat, but I lost.” 

And that was the beginning of the roll. 

“I think the real turning point was at Bells, 
the next event. I lost my first heat then my 
second, both to Neco Padaratz. I got a wave 
in the last 10 seconds and I did an air in the 
shore break and I lost by like 0.3. 1 needed 
a 4 or something and I had a sick wave 
and I didn’t get it. I thought I had it... That 
one Just freaked me out and I thought, you 
know, fuck this, fuck you people. I was very 
angry, which was a problem. I always had a 
lot of anger inside...” 

“And you don’t express it?” 

“No, and that’s why I drank because inside 
I’m at boiling point and then always keeping 
a calm exterior. I think that’s why I’d always 
do stupid shit and blow up as well... I’ve 
done a lot of stupid shit. I’ve done some 
terrible things. I haven’t had trouble with 
the law, luckily, but I’ve come very close.” 
“Do you have a lot of regret?” 

“No regrets,” he says, and then pauses. 
“Obviously I have put my wife and family 
through hell, and it may take some time to 
work through that... These are people that 
I owe my life to, friends, Candice, my family 
and my sponsors Rip Curl who have always 
stuck by me. I’m so grateful to them all...” 

He trails off for a bit, then comes back to it. 
“But you know, all of this has brought me 
here, and right now I’m happier than ever. 
Often, what you look at as problems, or 
what you think is the worst thing that could 
happen to you, always turns out to be your 
greatest teacher. Because without going 
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Basnett is one of those rare surfers who are known equally for their 
prowess inside the tube as much as their repertoire in the air. 





through all of this, I wouldn’t know what I 
know now and I wouldn’t be so stoked on 
life and surfing again.” 

So the Dream Tour was his nightmare and 
Ricky returned to Durban to lick his wounds 
and figure out what to do with the rest of his 
life. He pauses the narrative, looks at me for 
a second and says: 

“You know. I’ve always been afraid of 
success more than failure. My biggest 



problem has always been my self- 
destruction. It’s like with the drinking, I fuck 
things up for myself.” 

“But, do you do it consciously?” I ask. 

“I think both consciously and un- 
consciously...” He rubs his chin and thinks. 
“I’ll usually go on a bit of a spree before 
an important event or moment. I’ll bend it 
properly. It’s like if I know I’m blowing it, it’s 
like I haven’t tried properly so I won’t feel 
too bad if I don’t get it. If I try hard and fail 
it’s almost worse for me. I don’t know, I was 
scared of success and failure at the same 
time and I couldn’t handle it. So I needed 
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booze to numb that.” 

The confession is telling, especially when 
you consider the mindset needed to be 
a world champ, or just to succeed on the 
tour. Shaun Tomson famously said he 
always pinned his success on the fact that 
he wasn’t afraid to lose, that he was Just 
stoked as long as he gave it his all and got 
to surf. Like Ricky’s trajectory in reverse. 

“So was falling off tour a relief for you?” 

“Ja, I remember after Hawaii when I 
finally came home and it was over I was 
Just like, thank goodness. I was so burnt 
out. And then later that year I did my first 
Africa mission with Greg Ewing, we went to 
Senegal and I remember I came back from 
that trip and it was like I’d won the Mr Price 
times 10. 1 couldn’t stop smiling for a week, 

I was so happy because I was exploring 
these waves and shooting photos and Just 
doing what I’d always wanted to do. I felt 
like I had won the Lotto.” He pauses. “In 
retrospect, regarding the tour, I think I was 
always stuck doing something that I knew in 



my heart I didn’t want to do...” 

Although that first taste of African surf 
exploration set Ricky free, it would also 
lead him on a path that would erode his 
love for surfing. 

“Ja, I was still getting paid pretty good, 
and I wasn’t really doing much, I wasn’t 
competing so I was Just living it up, 
spending way too much money Jolling. I 
was still surfing a lot, but then that 
gradually changed... 

“I didn’t have a plan of action, I mean even 
to be a free surfer you have to work really 
hard, you’ve got to make it happen because 
it doesn’t sit there Just waiting for you. I 
think it’s a lot harder. So even though I was 
competing locally, travelling quite a bit, 
doing international photo trips and stuff, but 
from 18 I drank, like, all the time, heavily. 

So from like 18 until 28...” 

We sit in silence. 
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A moment of reflection. 




“A lot of my family are alcoholics/' he offers. 
“My mom’s parents passed away, I didn’t 
even get to know them and my dad’s dad 
and a few of my aunts and uncles. It runs 
heavy in the family.” 

“Do you remember the first time you 
drank?” I ask 

“Ja, I was probably 14. It was amazing. It’s 
the same story you hear from any alcoholic 
- they’ll say it’s like you finally felt as if 
anything was possible, you found your best 
friend, the love of your life. By 15 I was 
getting properly drunk.” 

“Trips like these are 
what brought Ricky 
out of the darkness.” 



“And then for a year, 2014, you just 
stopped?” 

“I only stopped in June of 2014,” he 
corrects me. 

Be it six months or a year, the difference 
was immediately noticeable. Ricky lost 
weight, looked younger, and was surfing 
harder than ever, laying down huge carves 
and standing tall during the swell of the year 
that rocked the Durban piers late in 2014. 

“It was because I could actually surf again 
without being hungover,” he says. 

At the same time Ricky and his wife 
Candice started a pop-up burger Joint, while 
renovating a little cottage in the Berg and 
getting on with life nicely. 

“It seemed like the programme was really 
working,” I say. “But then the wheels fell 
off and you went on a three month bender. 
What happened?” 

“Well there was a big difference between 
then and being sober now. A lot of the 
time back then I was Just white knuckling. 

I wasn’t doing it for myself, which is never 
gonna work. And a lot of the time I was still 
just angry inside because all I wanted to 
do was drink. But every time I woke up in 
the morning I’d be stoked that I didn’t. On 



Candice’s birthday we didn’t even think 
about drinking or anything that whole day, 
and we Just had the best day by ourselves, 
completely sober and loving it. The next day 
I woke up and I was prepping burgers for 
the Backyard and Doc from the tattoo shop 
called and said that Pastel Heart, Candice’s 
cousin, had died. Through my entire life, 
that’s been my biggest fear, that someone 
close to me would die. He had been living 
with us and he was like a little brother to 
me, so that Just...” 

“It knocked you.” 

“Ja, that day we got on it again and we 
didn’t come right after that. I thought why 
shouldn’t I drink. I’m going to die anyway, 
why not Just do what I want? Pastel was 
this graffiti artist. Just so much fun to hang 
out with. And he showed me so much as 
well. ..he only ever had love for everybody 
and everything.” 

“But he must’ve had a lot of pain as well, 
because he killed himself.” 

“Inside, Ja. You have to deal with what’s 
going on inside, that’s the biggest thing, 
if you don’t deal with your shit inside. 

And that’s exactly what happened, that’s 
the biggest lesson he’s taught me is that 
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Addiction never goes away, you have to learn to deal with it and that only conies 
with takings long, hard look at yourself and emerging stronger on the other side. 



“I’m gonna shred tiU I’m dead.” 
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instead of running away, or numbing your 
problems, just deal with them, because at the 
end of the day, they’re situations that can be 
dealt with.” 

We talk about suicide, depression, darkness, 
free-falling, the bottom. 

“I broke up with my wife. I was going to lose 
everything that we’d worked for, I didn’t care. I 
wanted it gone, buried, destroyed. The thing is 
that alcoholism in general is very selfish, like 
when I’m in it I actually couldn’t care what you 
have to say. I like oblivion, I don’t like going out 
for a drink, I want to obliterate myself so that 
there’s nothing left. And if you’re not going to 
help me with that, you can fuck off.” 

Impact. 

Ricky and Candice, so solid only a few 
months before, split up and he moved back 
in with his folks. 

“I ran back to our house one night... I went 
there and I Just started destroying things, 
throwing shit at Candice and screaming at her 
and her mother. Then she called my dad to 
come get me and I went home and Just kept 
on raging. I only remember snatches, I black 
out a lot when I drink, but I lost it, I tweaked. I 
just drank that whole night.” 

The next day Ricky couldn’t face himself in the 
mirror. “I phoned my friend Snoop and asked 
for some help to get dry and clean,” he says.“l 
don’t know exactly what it was that made 
me want to get help but I think it was the 
realisation that I could have actually really hurt 
(Candice), like done something very stupid. 
That’s when I thought. Just get me somewhere 
and lock me up. It was heavy. My dad drove 
me to rehab. He had to put up with hell, it was 
so bad.” 

Rehab. The cold light of day. A new beginning 
unfurling, slowly, often painfully, like a seed 
rising out of the mud. But the seeds were 
planted before rock bottom, during trips to 
places like Ghana, Mozambique, Nigeria and 
more recently, the Northern Cape. Before 
that final crash, Ricky had spent long days 
far up the west coast with Casey Grant 
and filmmaker, Jason Hearn. Living simply, 
camping beneath the stars by night, threading 
heaving slabs by day. And it was the first place 
he returned to after rehab. 

“Trips like these are what brought Ricky out 
of the darkness,” says Jason Hearn. As if, for 
a while back there, he forgot that he has a 
purpose. “The trips keep him balanced and on 
the right track. That, and hanging with good 
influences like Casey.” 

So how does the Ballad of Ricky Bobby end? 
“Presently at this moment, I live for now,” 
says Ricky. “Because if I Just concentrate on 
this day, it’s actually the best thing ever. I live 



day to day, and when things come up I deal 
with them, good or bad. And I don’t put my 
happiness in the future, I don’t look at events 
or people or anything to give me happiness 
because I’m happy myself. You put something 
good out and it returns tenfold. It sounds 
big-headed, but it’s not that hard. I’m not 
fighting anymore. 

“If you had this headspace when you were 
21, you could have been successful on the 
world tour,” I say. 

“Ja maybe, maybe not, but I think this is 
better. I’m so much happier that I’ve found 
it now, because I can appreciate it now. Shit 
came too easily I think, I never worked for 
it, it wasn’t hard - I didn’t have to struggle 
for it. But now I’ve worked hard through my 
own head.” 

“You could very easily lose it, like you could 
lose your sponsors,” I prompt. 

“Ja, nothing is ever permanent, I think that’s 
the beauty of life, knowing that nothing is 
gonna last, so you Just gotta enjoy everything 
that you have right now.” 

“So what do you have right now?” 

“I’ve got my happy wife, my happy life, two fat 
pugs, and I’m gonna shred till I’m dead.” 
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John Johns lays down a familiar track in unfamiliar territory. 
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There’s a legend amongst the 
Bomvana people of the Wild Coast 
that tells how esiKhaleni - the rock 
formation also known as Hole in the 
Wall - was once a mighty cliff, trapping 
the Mpako River that now flows directly 
out to sea through its stone arches. 

It’s said this cliff created a landlocked 
lagoon, separating the people of the 
sea from the land-dwelling humans. 

The sea people were god-like creatures 
who looked like humans but had 
hands and feet like flippers. One day 
a beautiful girl who lived in a village 
along the lagoon was seen by one of 
the sea people. He immediately fell in 
love with her and persuaded the girl to 
come live with him in the ocean. 

The villagers had always feared 
the sea, but not the girl, who was 
irresistibly drawn to her lover. When 



her father found out, he forbade her 
to see him but nothing could deter the 
girl. Late one night she slipped away 
from the village to meet her lover, 
who had told her to find him at the 
lagoon on the full moon. As the girl 
approached the lagoon she saw more 
and more figures gathering along the 
cliff, singing, and then she heard a 
thundering sound. She watched in awe 
as an enormous fish rammed through 
the cliff, followed by a surge of water 
that created a wave which swept 
through the lagoon. The wave brought 
hundreds of sea people with it, singing 
and shouting as they rode the crest of 
the wave. In front was her lover, who 
rode the wave all the way to her feet, 
then held his hand out and took her 
with him as the wave retreated back 
through the hole in the cliff. 

The villagers never saw the girl again 
but it’s said that at night when the 
tide is high, you can still hear the sea 
people above the sound of the waves, 
streaming through the Hole in the Wall. 
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Getting there is half the fun. 
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Jamie ‘0 Brien is not a beautiful girl, but 
we were worried we were never going to 
see him again either. He had been sucked 
out through that same gaping hole and 
hadn’t popped back. All we could see was 
whitewash from the solid waves that were 
exploding against the outside rock face as 
the remaining swell got squeezed through 
the hole, creating the novelty wave that 
had lured us out there in the first place. 
John John was laughing but he looked kind 
of nervous. Or as nervous as John John 
can look. It had been minutes since Jamie 
disappeared and I was starting to stress. 

It wasn’t the first time I’d felt that panicky 
sensation rising up in my gut since we’d 
left J-Bay a week before.

We had never planned on going to the 
Wild Coast, it wasn’t in the script. But 
when John John got knocked out of the 
Jeffreys Bay Pro in his third round heat, 
we improvised. Prior to that we had been 
talking about revisiting a remote region of 



the west coast to shoot for his movie. View 
From A Blue Moon. We’d been up there 
to shoot the previous year and got some 
amazing waves, but this time the charts 
were looking horrible for the entire country. 
At first I thought maybe we could just 
make our way up the east coast to 
Durban. The water was warm, the sand 
was rumoured to be good and hopefully 
we could get something along the way at 
spots like East London. But then someone 
said, “What about the Wild Coast?” 

The problem was, I couldn’t answer this. 

I hardly knew the area or the waves. 

The only real info I had was from Josh 
Redman, who had once told me about a 
trip he had done there and scored. He 
had stayed at Swell Eco Lodge, which 
belongs to former Durban shredder Justin 
Saunders and his wife, Lee-Ann.

I had no idea what the place was like, how 
the waves would be, or even how to get there. 

I was just going on Josh’s word but one thing 
I did know is the Vanilla Gorilla likes good 
waves, so we packed up and left Jefferys 
Bay at first light. Along for the ride was John 
John’s younger brothers Ivan, Nathan, his 
mom Alex, Jamie O’Brien, Kalani Chapman, 
Damian Robertson and John’s two filmers, 
Blake Kuenyand Eric Knutson. 

Believe it or not, but it was a far more low 
key affair than the previous year up north, 
when we had 20-odd people who were either 
filming, shooting, part of the support crew 
or driving Jetskis. Throw in a helicopter and 
seven vehicles along a very remote stretch 
of coast, and you have the makings of a 
logistical nightmare, but somehow it all went 
relatively smoothly. Well, more smoothly than 
our drive to Mthata. 

Transkei roads are never fun to drive, but 
they’re far less fun in the dark. We were way 
behind schedule and still trying to find our 
turn-off to the coast as twilight fell, but first 
we had to stock up on supplies. The Florence 
family has done countless trips to South Africa 
over the years so they know the deal and 
weren’t too phased by the chaos of Mthata 
on a Friday evening. But the look on the faces 
of the other Hawaiians as we hit the local 
Shoprite - with its throngs of people, sheep 
heads stewing on the pavement and general 
mayhem - was priceless. You could tell they 
would have felt less nervous facing down a 
15-footer at third reef Pipe right about then. 
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“We were all terrified at the prospect of sharks... John John and Nathan wbuid 
occasionaiiy drop in on each other just to avoid being stuck dirt the back aione 
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I was stressing myself, trying to keep 
everyone together while keeping an eye 
on the mound of surfboards piled on top 
of our two cars crammed full with gear. 

Alex handled it like a boss though and took 
control of the shopping and food situation, 
and then we were off again. It was properly 
late by that time but I was telling the crew 
not to worry, we’d be fine, while secretly 
praying that I could find Justin’s place from 
the directions he had sent me as we made 
our way to the coast. 

Soon we were bumping over potholed 
roads and dodging cows in the dark. 

The tarmac eventually gave way to dirt 
tracks and we found ourselves creeping 
over stony hills and weaving in-between 
riverbeds, along the same roads that dagga 
smugglers have used to transport their 
cargo for decades. 

After three hours of driving slowly in the 
pitch dark, I was starting to get really 
worried - especially when one of the 
directions read: “After the third left, turn 
right next to the fourth big stone on the 
ground”. The guys in the other car were 
freaking out. What should have been a six- 
hour drive had become a one-day ordeal. I 
was starting to really hope what Josh had 
told me was true. 
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Enough to make even a goofy-footer raise their hand. 




We finally rolled into Justin’s place at 
three in the morning and breathed a huge 
sigh of relief. A full moon hung heavy over 
the horizon and a cool breeze licked our 
faces. It felt like it was offshore.

“Did you see that thing? Oh my God, 
did you see that one?” John John was 
yelping, virtually bouncing on the spot. 

I didn’t need to look up from strapping 
on my leash because the wave he was 
pointing at would no doubt be the same 
as the one before: a long line of blue that 
swept in from the open Indian Ocean, then 



cracked on the outside 
shelf, throwing a fast tube 
section before it found the 
sandbank and wound its 
way down the point in a 
hi-performance wall. 

We’d awoken the morning 
after The Great Trek to 
see a point in full cry from 
the luxury of Justin’s five 
star rondavels. It was hard 
to restrain ourselves from 
rushing across the river 
mouth but Justin told us to relax - the 
tide was still draining and besides, he had 
been surfing a different point that had 
been ever better for the past few days. He 
wasn’t lying. 

After breakfast we followed a goat path in 
4x4s over the hills, which was the only way 
to access the wave from Justin’s place. We 
breached the last hill to see a set hitting 
the top of the point and filling into the bay. 
Lines stacked six deep, one after the other. 
Right then we immediately forgot about 
the shoals offish we had seen churning up 
the water further down the coast, or the 



swarms of birds swirling overhead and, no 
doubt, the bigger shadows that followed 
close behind. All we could think about was 
the empty lineup in front of us, while the 
rest of the surf world was slugging it out in 
Jeffreys Bay. 

Truth be told, we were all terrified at the 
prospect of sharks, but the waves were 
simply too good to ignore. Sitting at the 
top of the point, beyond the safety of the 
bay, you were exposed to the full depth 
of the ocean. The continental shelf that 
runs along the Wild Coast is the narrowest 
and most abrupt along the entire South 
African coastline, a thin crust that hugs 
the beaches and cliffs before suddenly 
giving way to the abyss. This is part of the 
reason why the Wild Coast is notorious for 
rogue waves and shipwrecks - huge swells 
have nothing to slow them down and the 
swell energy can literally bounce off the 
continental shelf, causing swells to double 
up and create monstrous waves that sink 
ships and drag fishermen off the rocks, 
never to be seen again. That same abrupt 
continental shelf made it feel like one of 
the sharkiest places I have ever surfed. 
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saucers and he was genuinely freaked out, 
telling us how he got trapped on the other 
side, dragged by currents while caught 
in no-mans land as he tried to avoid the 
massive swells that would have squashed 
him against the cliff face. John John and I 
laughed, and then Jamie joined in, but we 
were all secretly relieved. 

We left the Wild Coast soon after that, not 
on the back of a giant fish but in our small 
convoy of vehicles. Our luck had held out 
and we couldn’t have scripted it better, but 
all good gamblers know when it’s time to 
leave the table. 



Eric Knutson later confessed to me that 
every morning when he woke up, he 
thought “Ok, today I’m going to die, today a 
shark will eat me.” But he still swam out to 
film every session and, like us, took solace 
in the fact that Justin had surfed here for 
years, often alone, without incident. This 
still didn’t stop John John and Nathan from 
occasionally dropping in on each other to 
avoid being stuck out the back alone. 

We surfed like this for days, fluctuating 
between the Joy of our sheer good fortune 
and the fear of being lunch. John John 
and Jamie were going one for one on the 
wide-open walls and I saw some of the best 
surfing from both these guys that I have 
ever seen. Justin told us we were lucky, 
not because of the schools of dolphins a 
hundred strong that regularly came to ride 
the waves with us, or the fact that we didn’t 
encounter any other big fish, but because 
the points in this area are mostly fed by 
sand. It’s not uncommon for the sand to get 
scoured out for a couple of years at a time, 
leaving deep, dark channels where we were 



now getting barrelled. 

We were only meant to stay a few days but 
the days turned into a week, and then a 
week melted into something longer. On one 
of these days we found ourselves far along 
the coast, staring at the mythical esiKhaleni 
or Hole in the Wall. We couldn’t resist trying 
to ride the strange waves which funnelled 
through it. And then we lost Jamie.

esiKhaleni means ‘place of sound’ and we 
could hear another surge slamming into 
the rock face, a deep, bass-heavy “Baaah!”, 
before we saw it forcing the swell through 
the narrow passage. There was still no sign 
of O’Brien. By now my mind was racing and 
I started entertaining dark thoughts. Could 
this bizarre novelty wave have claimed the 
life of a man who rides maxed out Pipeline 
on a lilo? Could this be the ironic fate of a 
surfer who has ridden some of the most 
fearsome tubes on the planet? On the Wild 
Coast, anything is possible. 

Just as I was trying to figure out how we 
could go look for Jamie without getting 
smeared into the cliff face ourselves, he 
was pushed back from the land of the 
mythical into the land of the living on top 
of a small surge. His eyes were as wide as

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THE BEN TROVATO COLUMN 




I was having a beer with former world 
master’s champion Andrew Banks the 
other day and the conversation turned 
to women and surfing. I lie. It didn’t 
really turn. That’s all we had been 
talking about for hours. We agreed there 
were far more women surfers in Cape Town 
than in Durban. Also far more women in 
general. And single women in particular. 

To be honest, we didn’t really care if they 
surfed or not. 

Anyway. None of this has anything to do 
with this month’s column, which is about 
a Japanese woman who dropped in on me 
at the Mozambican break of Tofino not too 
long ago. Maybe I dropped in on her. That’s 
not the point. Let’s get serious here, for 
once. If you’re looking for cheap laughs, go 
to parliament and sit in the public gallery. 

Nobina Morimoto is easy on the eye, 
tough in the water and, to round it off, 
a virtuoso violinist who plays in a local 
group called The Band With No Name. The 
talented 31-year-old lives in Tofo, a village 
hunkered down in the lee of a sweeping bay 
near the southern city of Inhambane. 

Nobina grew up in Singapore, a city she 
left in 2003 for Brisbane where she spent 
four years studying marine biology. Then it 
was off to Mexico where she worked as a 
stewardess on luxury yachts cruising the 
Caribbean. Soon, it was time for another 
change - a job at a marine research station 
in Tofo. It wasn’t long before she was saying 
goodbye to her parents in Singapore and 
flying off to Mozambique. 

“Driving from Inhambane to Tofo for the 
first time felt like I was in south-east Asia. 
With all the palm trees and villages, it could 
have been Bali.” 

Her plan was to stay for three months. 
That was in 2009. One of the reasons she’s 




still there is because she met Craig Harburn 
who was project managing the revamp of 
the old Hotel Tofo Mar. Built in the sixties, it 
lay derelict for years. Now, Craig is general 
manager of the smartest establishment 
on the beach. In his spare time he makes 
guitars and surfs. Tough life. 

“It was soon after meeting Craig that I 
asked if I could borrow his board. He was 
only too happy to oblige. These days I spend 
more time in the water than he does,” she 
laughs. They started Jamming together - 
she on violin and Craig on guitar - and two 
years ago formed The Band With No Name. 
They’ve played in South Africa and get 
regular gigs at lodges in nearby Barra. 

Nobina tells me she’s five months’ 
pregnant. I catch myself staring at her 
flat tummy. She giggles and tosses her 
long. Jet-black hair. “Surfing helps,” she 
says. “I just wish I had started when I was 
seven.” I assume she means surfing and 
not breeding. 

If the wind is offshore and the swell’s not 
too big, you’re almost certain to find Nobina 
in the water at the fast-breaking rights of 
Tofinho. It’s only a few minutes drive from 
her home near the hotel. 

When she’s not surfing, Nobina helps 
out with reservations at the hotel and 
runs her two tour companies. East Coast 
Africa offers diving and safari tours in 
Mozambique and South Africa. When 
groups come over from Japan, she travels 
with them and acts as interpreter and 
guide. She loves diving but it’s going to 
be a while before she can strap the tanks 
on again. “Nitrogen and pregnancy aren’t a 
very good mix.” Her smile turns to a frown. 
“But it’s the idea of not being able to surf 
for a few months that really bothers me.” 

Her second business, the East Coast Girls 



Surf Company, offers surfing packages 
and yoga retreats for girls and women of 
all ages. 

“The idea was to provide a surfing holiday 
opportunity for women who are either single 
or who might want to travel without their 
partners. Tofo is ideal for this because it’s 
safe, cheap and the water is warm all year 
round,” says Nobina. 

Having watched her perform with the 
band at a nearby lodge a couple of nights 
earlier. I’m intrigued by her musical talent. 
There can’t be too many Japanese surfing 
violinists in Mozambique. 

“I remember being around five years old 
and watching Sesame Street. It was about 
child prodigies who could play musical 
instruments and there was a kid playing 
the violin. So I told my mother that I wanted 
to learn the violin.” Ultimately, though, she 
chose marine biology over music and didn’t 
play for ten years. 

“Craig bought me a cheap violin to take on 
camping trips and basically forced me back 
into it. I’m very grateful for that.” As always, 
the talk turns back to surfing. 

“Sometimes there will be three of us out 
at Tofinho and it’s four foot and perfect.” 

A ripple of envy sweeps through the room 
“But it’s quite a fickle break, which is 
both a blessing and a curse.” A blessing 
because it means that a lot of surfers from 
South Africa and overseas are reluctant to 
risk travelling all that way only to find it’s 
not working. 

“We have our secret spots, though,” she 
says with a smile. I push her for details 
and promise I won’t tell anyone. “Are you 
crazy? You’re a Journalist.” We wrap up the 
interview. On her way out, Nobina nicks my 
copy of Zigzag. I let it slide. This is Tofo.

“CLEAN YOUR BEACH AND WIN!” 
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B enjamin ‘Bennie’ Joubert sits in the 
sand among a pile of surfboards, 
proudly studying his two sons as 
they surf the waves of Mossel Bay. 
Five years ago, you wouldn’t be able to 
find Bennie anywhere near surfboards, 
the ocean, or his own sons for that matter. 
You’d likely have found him in a shebeen, 
wasting away. 

“I was on drugs before we started the 
programme,” says Bennie. “I was drinking 
a lot, didn’t have any communication with 
my kids. I Just wanted to get drunk, and 
do drugs all the time. But when Hermann 
(Vivier) talked to me about the programme, 
he changed everything.” 

The programme Bennie refers to is The 
Surfer Kids, a non-profit organisation 
started by Hermann Vivier and his wife 
Jenya Zhivaleva, owners of a surf-travel 
company in Mossel Bay called Unravel 
Surf Travel. The Surfer Kids works 



with youngsters aged six to 17 from 
Friemersheim, which lies inland from Mossel 
Bay. Every week they load up as many kids 
as they can into a single-cab bakkie for the 
trek to Diaz Beach in Mossel Bay. 

Launched in November 2010 with the goal 
of empowering disadvantaged youths and 
teaching crucial life skills through surfing, 
the programme has begun to provide new 
life paths for its members, despite the 
fact that the residents of Friemersheim 
have traditionally had little experience with 
the ocean. 

“Culturally, they’re very scared of the 
ocean,” Hermann explains. “To overcome 
that sort of fear makes a huge difference in 
a kid’s life.” 

This is best evidenced by the fact three 
of the older Surfer Kids are ready to Join 
the local life-guard training programme, 
opening doors to new job opportunities that 
otherwise would have been unthinkable five

THE SURFER KIDS’ STORY

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years ago. “Surfing is really changing lives 
here,” says Hermann. 

Visiting Friemersheim, it’s easy to see 
why the town is in desperate need 
of development programmes. The 
impoverished rural community just outside 
Groot Brak was declared a coloured area in 
1960 under apartheid’s Group Areas Act. 
Drug and alcohol abuse is rampant, while 
the community is experiencing a growing 
problem with tik. Although petty crime is a 
reality, violence isn’t necessarily an issue. 
The real issue stems from the fact there is 
nothing for anyone to do. 

“The idea was to use this programme with 
the kids in a constructive manner to make 
the tours (we do) more attractive,” says 
Hermann. “In the beginning, the tourists 
would help teach the kids how to surf, but 
now there are kids who teach the tourists 
how to surf. We also take the tourists 
to Friemersheim where there is a small 
river and a moerse swimming hole with a 
waterfall and some awesome rock Jumps. 
This way our tourists get to meet the kids at 



home after surfing with them.” 

Hermann still regularly makes weekly trips 
to Friemersheim, packing as many kids as 
safely possible into their Unravel Surf Travel 
vehicle for the nearly 100km roundtrip. 
There are 20 kids in the programme, 
fifteen boys and five girls, making it difficult 
logistically as they only have this bakkie 
for transport. “It’s actually the business’ 
vehicle that we use to transport the 
equipment. It’s a bit impractical at the 
moment but we can’t afford a minibus,” 
Hermann laments. 

At the moment, the programme relies 
on the generosity of tourists who make 
donations while participating in Unravel 
Surf Travel tours. A few have continued to 
make monthly donations after returning 
home, but Hermann still has a hard time 
keeping the programme up and running, 
let alone expanding. Without direct 
sponsorship. The Surfer Kids relies on 
equipment donated by local surfers and 
Surfing South Africa (SSA) has also provided 
some soft boards and wetsuits. Surf’s 



Up Mossel Bay helps out by refurbishing 
donated boards, but it can still be a 
daunting task keeping all the kids stoked. 

As a result, the programme has come up 
with an innovative way to help generate 
funds and recently launched a volunteer 
programme. “It’s a very varied programme,” 
explains Hermann. “So volunteers get to do 
loads of different things: surfing, teaching 
in the primary school, working in gardens; 
you know, there’s lots of variety. And then 
running a surf tour company, obviously 
we incorporate that into the volunteer 
programme as well. So we take them on 
all of the adventure activities, we do all of 
the fun stuff: paragliding, sand-boarding, 
because that’s what we do anyway.” 

The volunteer programme not only expands 
the outreach of The Surfer Kids by reaching 
the school kids without the opportunity to 
surf, but could potentially serve as a source 
of supplementary income. Q 

In the meantime. The Surfer Kids is making 
the best of the resources they have to V

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to keep equipment is now being built 
in Friemersheim under the supervision 
of Bennie, who is putting his lifetime of 
construction experience to good use, 
teaching the kids another invaluable 
professional skill in the process. Besides 
learning construction skills, Bennie hopes 
that the kids can learn how to earn a living 
that’s more in line with their newfound 
passion. “We want to teach the children 
how to take care of their own boards, make 
repairs; maybe even one day they can 
shape their own boards.” 

After dealing with some attitude problems

during the founding days of the programme, 
a Junior Assistant Agreement has been 
implemented, requiring every member of 
The Surfer Kids who reaches high school to 
sign an agreement. “When they reach 14, 
they have to start pulling their own weight,” 
Hermann affirms. “These are not difficult 
principles. It can actually be summarised in 
one word: cooperation. That’s really what 
the agreement is for, and if they stick to it 
they can be a part of the programme for as 
long as they want, and hopefully, one day 
take over.” 

Bennie elaborates, “That’s what we want to 
do in the future. We want to teach the older 
ones life-saving skills, and for them to get 
their drivers’ licenses, so three years from 
now the older ones could take the kids to 
the beach. Hermann, Jenya and I will just 
administrate the programme.” 

Bennie’s 17 -year-old niece, Jessie, has 
been with The Surfer Kids for two years. 

She hopes to qualify as a lifesaver soon 
and find work as a lifeguard, but more 
than anything wants The Surfer Kids to 
continue to grow so she can work with the 
programme for life. Though only a teenager, 
Jessie is fully aware of the challenges 
facing her community, and Just how much 
of a difference The Surfer Kids has made 
in her life. “It holds me from drinking and 




doing drugs, stuff like that,” she says, and 
believes that the programme will do the 
same for the younger children she enjoys 
looking after so much. 

Likewise, Marchall, Bennie’s 16-year- 
old son, seems to have found his calling. 
After only five years in the water, Marchall 
is ripping. He’s won two development 
competitions, reached the finals of several 
others and comepted in the SA Longboard 
Champs as part of the Southern Cape 
team. A true surfer, he’d rather spend less 
time talking and more time catching waves, 
but immediately brightens when asked 
whether he could see himself taking over 
the programme one day. “That’s my dream.” 
Marchall’s infectious stoke even managed 
to inspire his father, Bennie, to start surfing 
himself at age 36. While all the other 
parents who were invited to tag along when 
the programme launched gradually lost 



interest, Bennie stood fast by his son’s side, 
discovering his purpose in helping his son 
do the same. His unrelenting dedication to 
his son’s passion earned him the role of 
community coordinator - a position that 
has changed his life. 

“I don’t do drugs, I don’t get drunk 
anymore. Two beers on the weekend, 
that’s it. I see my kids. My wife and I, we 
have a good marriage now. I want to tell 
kids don’t do drugs, don’t drink too much. 
Yeah, it’s changed my life a lot, my family. 
And the community as well, because 
they started to like me, because they see 
that I’m really changing. I want to do this 
programme forever.” 



Since the time of writing, The Surfer 
Kids has expanded its programme 
into kwaNonqaba, a township outside 
Mossei Bay.

tarting out as most young surfers 
and surf photographers do, Ian 
grabbed a bodyboard and followed 
his dad and friends into the lineups 
around False Bay. This is where he first saw 
the world from the water up - a position 
that teaches any water photographer true 
aquatic perspective and positioning. 

Fast forward a few years and shortly 
after leaving high school, Ian made his first 
water-housing with advice from his dad on 



how to fit a Pentax MZ-50 film camera into 
the rig. He then started photographing his 
friends at spots like Kalk Bay reef. “Buying 
an international water-housing rig was not 
even a thought that crossed my mind,” Ian 
says. “Why spend so much money when 
I could attempt to make it myself?” The 
attempt worked better than expected, and 
Ian has made his own housings ever since. 

Following in the footsteps of greats like 
Ron Stoner, Don King and South Africa’s

very own Chris van Lennep, Ian handcrafts 
simple but highly effective housings 
from everyday materials like PVC piping, 
fibreglass, aluminum sheets and stainless 
steel screws. 

“They might not look like much, but they 
do what any water-housing is meant to 
do - keep your camera of choice dry and 
safe while swimming in the lineup to get the 
shot. The simpler they are, the better,” says 
Ian. “To me I think it’s the image you get, not 
the way your gear looks that is important. I 
could be swimming next to someone with a 
30 grand rig and get the exact same shot. 

No one would know any different. And it’s 
easier to fix should something go wrong - 
much like the cars and mechanics of old, 
before closed-circuits and tinker-proof 
computerised parts.” 

The diligence and perseverance required 
to make his own equipment has translated 
well to Ian’s photography. The same traits 
are needed to make a mark in the relatively 
small and insular surf industry in South 



Africa, which Ian has steadily been doing. 
“It hasn’t been an easy road, but I love 
what I do and it’s been worth every long, 
cold session.” 

Also known as Turtle’, IT or Twee’ (a 
play on his name sounding like ‘een’ in 
Afrikaans), Ian is well respected and looked 
up to within the industry by colleagues, 
brands and frothing groms alike. There’s 
not much that can rattle his easy-going 
demeanour and after years of carving his 
niche, Ian knows what hard work means 
and how to get the job done - no matter 
what the circumstances or hurdles. 

“I love being a surf photographer in South 
Africa,” he says. “We’re brought up with 
such a rich history of diversity ingrained 
in us. From people to coastline, it’s what 
makes our country so great, and why I 
want to just explore every inch of it with my 
camera and friends.”

This was one of the most groomed sessions I’ve shot at this 
break. Nick swung into the peak, grabbed his rail and travelled ' 
through this beauty for a good few seconds before the wave ran 
out of water on the inside bank. The background and the wave 
epitomises surfing around the Cape for me, but I think it’s Nick’s 
stylish poise that makes this shot all the more special. 
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Twiggy has been up to his usual tricks and 
disappeared off the radar, only to emerge with 
vague tales about an icy world-class beachbreak he 
discovered with his wife Kate. Don’t bother asking 
where, Splab already tried to squeeze the juice 
to no avail. All we could ascertain is it’s in South 
Africa, it’s cold, the water is crystal clear and it’s 
nowhere near Cape Town. 

Dane Reynolds decided to donate all his prize 
money from the WSL Quiksilver Pro France to 
Surfers Not Street Children. In his round one 
post-heat interview, Dane said he wanted to surf 
on someone else’s behalf for a change and give 
back to a surf-related charity that was doing good. 
The charitable deed clearly had Dane fired up - he 
posted a 17.00 heat score to win his first heat 
and at the time of going to print, stood to make a 
minimum of USD $15 000 (approximately R180 
000) for the Durban-based NGO. 

Next issue marks Zigzag’s 40th year in the 
business, making it the fourth oldest surfing 
magazine in the world and one of the longest 
running publications in South Africa. To 
commemorate the occasion we will be producing an 
oversized edition, on sale mid-December. 

And if you think making a surf magazine for four 
decades is good going. Surfing South Africa will 
be celebrating its 50th birthday in 2016. That’s 
50 years of surf administrators working tirelessly 
behind the scenes to run competitive surfing in 
South Africa. That deserves a massive toast. 

A new surf shop has opened in Durban, run by 
evergreen KZN ripper Noel Rahme. Surf Sessions 
is located opposite the skate park at Bay of Plenty 
on 107 Snell Parade. They stock a core line of hard 
goods as well as apparel and accessories. The 
bonus is they also carry a range of Rusty surfboards 
with demo models available seven days a week for 
test rides. 

Wok is opening up a tattoo shop and clothing line 
along with his good friend Quwen Ramsay. The 
shop is going to have a resident artist and guest 
artists. The name of the shop and clothing line is 
‘Forget Tomorrow’. Apparently Wok is very proud of 
the oxymoronic name, once it was explained to him 
what an oxymoron is. 

The cameras have been rolling and a number of 
surfers are in the process of filming, producing and 



releasing their films. Ricky Bassnett and Jason 
Hearn will be dropping the gritty documentary No 
Regrets early November, which sparked the idea for 
the tie-up feature in this issue. 

Matt Bromiey is still making his standalone movie 
Risky Business with Guy Mac. Due out early next 
year it will feature solid waves from South Africa 
to Ireland and Tahiti to Hawaii. Judging from the 
excerpts, we’re sure Tom Cruise will approve. 

Frank Solomon’s film. Lets be Frank has been 
in the making for three years and is due out next 
year. Shot on location in Hawaii, South Africa, 
Ireland, Mexico and California, it’s being made by 
the talented Peter Hamblin who made the award- 
winning mockumentary, / Am Wok. Frank is calling it 
an action conspiracy - with some surfing thrown in. 

And of course John John’s film View From A Biue 
Moon is due out mid- 
November. Zag will be 
hosting the premieres in 
Cape Town, Durban and 
J-Bay, and you’re invited. 
It’s been billed as the 
benchmark that all surf 
movies will be compared 
to in the future, so be 
sure to pull in. Check the Zag site for more details. 

Josh Redman finally cracked the knee and is now 
engaged to Dominique Hadlow. Photographer Ian 
Thurtell also proposed to long-time girlfriend Jodi 
Leza, in-between shooting Padang Padang on a 
recent ‘holiday’ to Bali.
